DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
The amendment to the claims filed on 3/29/06 does not comply with the requirements of 
37 CFR 1 .121(c) because the claims are not rewritten in their entirety with all the changes and 
further do not include appropriate action for 10 claims as originally filed. Amendments to the 
claims filed on or after July 30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c) which states: 

(c) Claims, Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim with all 
changes {e.g, , additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except when the claim is 
being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change to an existing claim, 
cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must include a complete listing of 
all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending and withdrawn claims, in the 
application. The claim listing, including the text of the claims, in the amendment document will 
serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, in the application. In the claim listing, the status 
of every claim must be indicated after its claim number by using one of the foUov^ng identifiers 
in a parenthetical expression: (Original), (Currently amended), (Canceled), (Withdrawn), 
(Previously presented), (New), and (Not entered). 

(1) Claim listing. All of the claims presented in a claim listing shall be presented 
in ascending numerical order. Consecutive claims having the same status of "canceled" or "not 
entered" may be aggregated into one statement {e.g. Claims 1-5 (canceled)). The claim listing 
shall commence on a separate sheet of the amendment document and the sheet(s) that contain the 
text of any part of the claims shall not contain any other part of the amendment. 

(2) When claim text with markings is required All claims being currently 
amended in an amendment paper shall be presented in the claim listing, indicate a status of 
"currently amended," and be submitted with markings to indicate the changes that have been 
made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims. The text of any added subject matter 
must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by 
strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be 
used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive characters.

(5) Reinstatement of previously canceled claim, A claim which was previously 
canceled may be reinstated only by adding the claim as a "new" claim with a new claim number.

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the ftill patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only and cannot depend 
from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-10 
not been further treated on the merits. 
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4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 2, "two" should 
perhaps be inserted before "rigid" and on line 10, "the roof section" should perhaps be "a rear 
roof section". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

7. Claim 1 recites the following limitations: "the roof section" in line 10, "the front end 
regions" in line 12, "their front ends" in line 14, and "the rear roof section" in line 18. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

8. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the next roof section" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claim 3 recites the limitations "the roof section" in line 2, "the open sunroof position" in 
line 3, "its rear half in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

11. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by WO '220. 

WO '220 discloses the claimed invention including a motor vehicle with at least two roof 
sections movable between a closed roof and an open position. A front roof section can be moved 
over a rear roof section located behind it by guiding it laterally in the manner of a sliding sunroof 
(Figure 2) and front end regions of the roof sections can be raised and then lowered into the 
vehicle. A rear window 7 can be separately moved between open and closed positions. The front 
roof section 8 is following behind a windshield frame. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
